In fact, commercial ruin stares the innkeepers 
and shopkeepers in the face. 


King of the Cuban Forests. 


HAVANA, Aug. 15.—The outlaw, Manuel Gar- 
cia, who styles himself the King of the Cu- 
ban Forest, has been trying his hand at 
train-wrecking.. This Garola is a deservedly 
unpopular person, and there is generally a 
lookout for his appearance. His ordinary 
method of making a liVing is to take his gang 
of twenty or thirty rumans into one or another 
of the small Cuban towns and keep them there 
until the residents pay him to go away. The 
blackmall thus levied is converted into rum 
and provisions, with which Garcia and his 
gang retire to the mountains. In the pro- 
longed dissipation which ensues the brigands 
tall to fighting among themselves, and some 
of them get killed. When the rum and pro- 
visions are exhausted Garcia leads the band 
forth on another forage. 

Recently the old way of raising money 
seems to have palled on Garcia’s taste. Ap- 
parently he bas concluded that there is more 
to be made out of the railroads and has aoc- 
cordingly devoted his attention tothem. On 
July 31 he senttothe President of the Villa- 
neuva Rallway a letter demanding $25,000. He 
stated thatafallure to comply with his re- 
quest by August 7 would probably result ina 
serious interruption of traffic. The officials 
of the railway paid no attention to the com- 

munication. On the 8th inst. the King led 
his men to a place called Espalme and tore up 
about one bundred and fifty yards of track on 
the side of a sharp curve. The work was 
done in broad daylight, but nobody dared to 
interfere oreyen took the troubie to report 

the fact to the nearest telegraph station. Late 
in the afternoon a freight train came along. 
The engineer did not perceive the 
danger until it was too late tostop and a bad 
wreck ensued. Garcia and his gang promptly 
arrived and directed Conductor Rodriguez to 
tell them which of his cars contained provi- 
sions. Rodriguez replied by warntog the out- 
laws not to meddie witb any of the freight and 
showed a revolver. A fight followed in ,which 
Garcia and histhirty colleagues made short 
work of the five trainmen. Rodriguez was 
killed, the engineer and firemen and one of 
the brakemen were wounded and the other 
brakeman ran away. 

Loading their mules with whatever suited 
their fancy, the outiaws returned to the 
mountains before the arrival of the guard. 
Garcia left two letters at the scene of wreck; 
one was addressed to the captain of the civil 
guard and said among other things: ‘‘This 
train has been wrecked and the most valuable 
part of its cargo carried off by Manuel Garcia 
and his men whom you have previously tried 
to capture. You are welcome to try to catch 
us again, but I know you will not succeed. 

The whole Government of Spain cannot catch 
us. * 

The second letter was for tne President of 
the road. It said: Tou ee 1 have zept my 
word. It would have paid you to have sent 
me that $25,000. I write this to assure you that 
I mean to bave the money. You can send it 
now or wait untill have wrecked a few more 
trains. If you are wise you will forward at 
once, Ifyou fall to send it before Friday, 
August 15, I shall assume that you want moae 
tra ins wrecked.’’ The Havana military 
authorities have detalied a large force to hunt 
Garcia, and nervous people are refraining 
from extending their patrenage to the rail- 
road.

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FELL WITH A CRASH. 


ABREAK INA FOURTH STREET BUILDING 
CAUSES FXCITEMENT- 


An Immense Stone From the Tittlesen Tent 
and Awning Buildiag Very Nearly Lands 
on the Head of G. H. Lippelt—tThe Girls 
im the Establishment Desert Their Werk 
and Refuse to Return. 


HIS morning at 10 
o’clock as Mr. G. H. 
Lippelt, manager of 
the Zittlosen Tent & 
Awning Co., at 804 
North Fourth street, 
was coming out of 
that building he bare- 
ly escaped being 
struck by a stone cap 
about two feet square 
and weighing prob- 
ably two hundred and 
fifty pounds, which 
had fallen from the 
third story. 

The stone struck the sidewalk with terrific 
force, tearing a bole three feet across through 
the six-inch stones. Mr. Lippelt was going 
directly im the direction of where the stone 
struck, and had he been a few feet in advance 
would have undoubtedly been crushed to 
death. The shock to his nerves was a severe 
one and made him faint for a half hour or 
more. 

" DUE TO A SINKING WALL. 

The detachment of the stone was due to the 
Sinking of one wall of the building, which 
caused a bulge atthe top, and so loosened all 
sills and caps on the upper stories. The ex- 
cavations in the adjacent lot for the new 
seven-story building which the Catlin syndi- 
cate are building, have undermined and 
rendered insecure the north wall of the Zitt- 
losen building. The occupants of the latter, 
apprehending such danger, put in 
braces and etherwise endeavored to 
strengthen the wall several days 
ago. But the conditioa of the 
upper half of the building this morning has 
@roused serious fears that the whole structure 


will collapse. The sidewalk is now blockaded 
by ropes, and many of the employes in the 
Daliding have refused te remain at their posts 
longer, aMrming that the wall is cracking 
constantiy and visibly settling.

WHEN THE DBED WAS DONE. 

The murder was committed on the evening 
ot June 22. Harley Russell had been out into 
the country with hie wife and was returning 
home inabuggy. Atabout 9:30, as they ap- 
proached the outskirts of town, two men 
stopped the buggy. “One of them seized 
the horse’s bead, and the ‘other told Russell 
with an oathto stop.

He took careful aim and shot bis vie- 
tim in the right side, evidentiy im order to 
avoid hitting Mrs. Russell. The in- 
jured man sank dowa and the two men dis- 
appears. Mrs. Russell with great presence 
of mind supported her wounded husband with 
her right arm and driving with her left took 
him to the residence of a friend named James 
Mitchell, where he died in about two hours.

THE DEADLY CIGARETTE. 


Under 16 Will Be Prevented From 
a&ameoekiag Them in New York. 


New York, Aug. 15.—Thesmall boy and his 
deadly cigarette will no more offend the nos- 
trils of the people who are forced to meet him 
on street cars and im pudlie places. The law 
prohibiting the use of tobacto in public places 
by boys under 16 years of age will go inte ef- 
fect upon September 1 andthe police have 
been instructed to enforce the law vigorously 
and arrest all boys caught violating it, 

Seventeen Aldermen, more than a quorum, 
were present at the regular meeting when 
Thomas M. Lynch of Fordham eame forward 
with the fellowinag preamble and resolution: 

Whereas, That the smoking of cigarettes on 
the cars, upon the streets a avenues and in 
various places of public resort by boys, many 
of them of tender years, has become an in- 
tolerable nuisance; and 

Whereas, Many of our most eminent medical 
men have inveighed ainst the evil effects of 
cigarette smoking, declaring that the habitual 
use of tobacco in this form is undermining the 
constitution of thousands of boys in this city 
and elsewhere; and 

Whereas, The Legisiature of the State, in its 
wisdom, has passed the following law: ‘‘No 
child actually or apparently under 16 years of 
age shall smoke or in any way use a cigar or 
tobacco in any form whateoever, in any public 
street, place or resort, and 

Whereas, The violation, of the statute is 
made a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of 
not more than $10 nor less than $2; and 

Whereas, This law goes Into effect on the Ist 
of September, 1890; therefore 

Resolved Thatacopy of this preamble and 
resolution be transmitted by the Clerk of the 
Board to the Commissioners of Police with a 
request that instructions be given the police 
force to enforcethe law by arresting such 
minors as they find using cigarettes or to- 
bacco in any form upon the public streets or 
on or in any public piace. 

The reselution was adopted without a dis- 
senting vote and will be forwarded to the 
Police Commissioners at once.

The latter took the Government’s bonds 
at a discount and paid for them in green- 
backs worth only ® or 70 cents on the 
dollar, but have since been paid both 
prinvipal and interest in gold. 

The Butler claim, tf allowed, would re- 
impose the war debt and indefinitely pro- 
long the war tariff for theenefit of mo- 
nopolies and trusts. Butit would neces- 
sitate a largely increased revenue, which 
could be raised only by a tariff so adjusted 
as to permit and encourage im ports, and 
thatis why MCKINLEY opposes it. The 
tariff he favors is one which would 
exclude imports and put the people’s 
money into the pockets of the tariff 


barons and not into the public Treasury.

Mr. Chamberlain has come to this 

country solely on private business and for a 

brief rest, but notwithstanding his desire to 

forget polities and public affairs in general, 

he spoke freely on these three important sub- 
jects. 

THE FEELING IN ENGLAND. 

On being asked how the Behring Sea con- 
troversy concerning the seal fisheries was re- 
garded in England, hé replied that when he 
left home there had been but a brief tele- 
graphie report of the correspondence between 
Secretary Blaine and Lord Salisbury and on 
thataecount the pub hoe mind had not been 
able to form an opinion or recei¥é any very 
definite impression. ‘‘So far as I myself 
understand the case,’’ said he, ‘‘theré seems 
to be two leading features. First that the 
people of the United States demand some ar- 
rangement for the protection of the seals, 
which they allege will be destroyed to a 
point dangerousiy near extermination if un- 
restrained fishing is alloved; and second, 
that there appears to de some doubt in their 
minds whether to set up a claim for a mare 
clausum,.’’ : 

As tothe demand that the seals should be 
protected, Mr. Chamberlain sald: There 
Cannot possibly be any dHerence between 
the two nations. England is not only per- 
fectly ready at all times to preserve the seal 
fisheries, but is also ready to accord every 
necessary protection, but she bas in fact an es- 
pecial interest to do so, since more than 5,000 
people in London are employed in curing and 
dysing the sealskins. This is an open and 
plain fact, and it seems to me strange thaf it 


has been left out of account by the American 
Government in its consideration of the case. 
There cannot possibly be any ground not 
only for a quarrel—it seems wrong to use that 
word—bDut even for any difference of opinion. 
It nov ox any time there occurs any misun- 
derstanding, though it be the slightest, Eu- 
land is ever ready to meet the Uulted States 
in apy reasonable way. 
THE PROPERTY OF THE WORLD. 

As to the Giaim that has been setup by the 
United States for a mare clausum, Mr. Cham 
berlain declared such a position to be abso- 
lutely unparalleled. Behring Sea is no 
estuary or laͤke, said he, earnestly. ‘‘it is 
an immense open sea and cannot by any con- 
struction be claimed as amare ciausum and 
belongs not to one country, but to the nations 
ofthe world. The claim which has partially 
been set up by the United States is especially 
surprising since her eminent authorities on 
international law have always insisted with 
particular emphasis 1 the com plete and 
universal freedom of the high seas.’ 

The following excerpt from a letter of Secre- 
tary Blaine to Lord Sallebury was shown to 
Mr. Chamberlain: ‘‘Whence did ships of 
Canada derive the right to do in 1886 that 
which they had refrained from doing for more 
than ninety years? Upon what grounas did 
Her Mejesty’s Government defend in the year 
1886 a course of conduct in the Bebring Sea 
which she had carefully avoided ever since 
the discovery of that sea? So great has been 
the injury to the fisheries by Canadian ves- 
seis that whereas the Government has 
allowed 100,000 to be taken annnuaily fora 
séries of years, it isuow compelied to reduce 
the number to 60,000. If four years of viola- 
tion of national law and neighbors’ rights has 
reduced the annua! slaughter of seal by 40 per 
cent, itis easy to see how short a period will 
be required to work the total destruction of the 
fisheries. The ground upon which Her Maj- 
esty’s Government justifies, or at least de- 
fends, the course of the Canadian vessels 
rests upon the fact that they are committing 
their acts of destruction on the high seas, viz. : 
more than three marine leagues from the 
shoreline. It is doubtful whether Her Ma- 
esty’s Government would abide by this rule 
if the attempt were made to interfere with the 
pearl fisheries of Ceylon, which extend more 
than twenty miles from the shore line, and 
have been enjoyed by England without moies- 
tation ever since their acquisition; nor is it 
credible that modes of fishing on the Grand 
Banke, altogether practicable but highly de- 
structive, would be justified or even per- 
mitted by Great Britain on the plea that the 
various acts were committed more than three 
miles from shore. 

PURELY HYPOTHETICAL. 

After reading the above very carefully Mr. 
Cham beriain thought a moment before reply- 
ing. Then, referring frst to the latter por 
tion of the question, he said: ‘‘Why, the 
consideration which Mr. Blaine makes here 
regarding the attitude which Great Britain 
would take if any attempt were made to inter- 
tere with the pearl fisheries of Ceylon is based 
upon a purely hypothetical assumption. The 
fact thatthe pear! fisheries of Ceylon have 
been enjoyed by Eagland without molesta- 
tion ever since their acquisition does not by 
any means signify that she either regards 
now or in an event similar to that of 
the present Behring Sea difficulty, would 
regar the waters of that place 
as her mare clausum, and the 
game is true of the fisheries on the Grand 
Banks. I think it would be more proper for 
such a conéideration to be made when the 

uestion should arise. As the extent of 
fajury which is here saidte have been done 
by Cunadian vessels it seems to me that since, 
as I bave already said, both the United States 
and England are alike interested to preserve 
and protect. The fisheries question is one 
not s much for Secretary Blaine and Lord 
Sullsbury te deside as it is for scientific ex. 
perte in the matter.“ 

It was suggested to Mr. Ohamberlain that 
Desides the rights of international law there 
was the arguinent of bonus mores Which had 
been tueiated on as applicable to the present 


case. 

WHERE THE I88UB LIES.

Seizure of the Mattie C. Dyer, 


NEw YORK, Aug. 15.—A special to the Herald 
from Port Townsend, Wash., says: Froma 
Government official who arrwed om the 
steamer Queen from Alaska lt 1 learned that 
vigorous attempts are being made by the 
authorities to square the seigure of the 


schooner Mattie C. Dyer. When the schooner 
was seized Capt. Mockle, ber commander, 
made the claim that his vessel was guilty of 
no offense against the Government and that 
Deputy Collector Edmunds far exceeded his 
authority when he seized her at Ousalas«ca. 
His story was verified. by the crew, and the 
only grounds Edmuaods had to set ap as just! 
fication forthe act war that the vessel had 
sealskins aboard. The vessel was sent from 
Ounelaska to Sitka and is there now. 
Oollector Precht and District Attorney Jonn- 
son have been investigating the case and they 
find no tenable grounds upon which to hold 
the vessel. As the Collector is responsibie 
for the acts of his deputy and his bondemen 
are responsible in hesvy bonds for the Col- 
lector’s acts, Precht feels himself in a yery 
unenviable position. Should Capt, Mockle 
sue for damages he would probably win his 
Case, Dut the trial could hardly be réachéd for 
a long time, and as the Captain is a poor man, 
he cannot afford to adopt this oute. He is 
at present in Sitka. 

Collector Precht and the District Attorney 
have made overtures to him agreeing to re- 
lease the vessel if he will promise not to sue 
for damages. 


Ae Errand of Delicacy. 


CHICAGO, III., Aug. 12.—A special dispatch 
to the Inter- Ocean says: An expedition will set 
out September Itrom Duluth. Mina., on an 
errand of extreme delicacy and importance 


which may be fraught-with somethiaog of the 
same interest that attaches to the Bebring Sea 
matter. Four special agents of the general 
land office, accompanied by an armed posse 
of sixteen men, will start on that day to in- 
vestigate the alleged robbery of valuable 
timber by Canadian lumbermen from the 
public lands in what is known as the Ralny 
River Country in Minnesota. The men are 
going in search of the Osnadian lumber 
thieves who have for many years pillaged the 
lands of the northern boundary of Minnesota. 
The forests of white and Norway pine there 
are reckoned among the finest lu the worid. 
The depredation for the last year alone is 
estimated at 180,000 feet. The profits, of 
course, are enormous and the people of this 
country are the sufferers in two ways; in the 
first place theitimber is stolen from them; in 
the second the sawed lumber is brought back 
into the Dakotas and other Northwestern 
States and brougkt in competition with the 
products of American milis honestiy ob- 
tained. _Comobviainton this score has several 
times been lodged with the interior Depart- 
ment, Dut has until now gone unheeded. 


Poachers in Behring Sea. 


San FRANCISOO, Cal., Aug. 15.—Capt. 
Erskine of the steamer St. Paul, which arrived 
yesterday from Ounalaska, says the Victoria 
poachers this year have secured 20.000 seal 


skins. In consequence the North American 
Commercial Co., which leases the seal rooker- 
les from the Government, finds its take this 
year reduced to 20,000 Skins. It is merely a 
matterofa few years,’’ said he, when the 
seanis will become extinct.’’ It was reported 
at Ounalaska that there were flty-five 
poaching Vessels at Sand Pointon their way 
to Behring Sea. So far got a single attempt 
has been made to seize any of the contraband 
vesseis.

On Sunday morning last the early riser in 
that section noticed fully adozen carcasses 
of departed canines lying on Grand, Lafayette 
and other thoroughfares in that immediate 
vicinity. There were dead dogs of various 
breed and value. From the little pug the 
variety ran up to the massive and 
noble Newfoundland. They were all valaable 
animals owned dy the residents of that sec- 
tion. Natérally there was much surprise and 
indignation. Some of the ladies on seeing 
their pet pugs and poodles actually “shed 
tears, according to all accounts. The police 
and the dead animal contractor were notl- 
fied, and before .nightfall all the earcasses 
had been gathered up and carted 
away o be ron dered into soap 


and other useful products. Before they were 
taken away, buwever, one of the carcases 
was examined and unmistakeable evidences 
of poison discovered. Meat, heavily coated 
with a corrosive poison, had been scattered 
about the neighborhood, the dogs ate it and 
disasterogs results followed. 
THE MISCREANT’S MOTIVE. 

Mr. Henry C. Haarstick aga other gentie- 
men living on Russell and Lafayette avenues 
discussed the matter and concluded that it 
was probable that thieves had poisoned the 
animais with a view to silencing them 80 as 
to perm it a safe descent upon the neighbor- 
hood. The police took to this plana 
tion of the canine ¢éxtino- 
tion and ever night since then the 
territory cove by the poisoner has been 
under the watebful eyes of no less than eight 
detectives. They have not yet, however, 
found any thieves or cleared away the mys- 
tery surrounding the identity of the mis- 
creant who so materially reduced the dog 
population on Compton Hill in a 
single night. The residents one and all are 
hoping for the capture of the fellow who used 
the poison, and are particularly anxious to 
know what motive he had in killing so many 
valuable animals. Only a few of the owners 
of dogs escaped the poisoner. Every 
dog that happened to be out 
that night was lifeless in the 
morning. Mr. Haarstick was one of the few 
who — a dog left to greet him Sunday morn- 
ing. He keeps his massive Newfoundland in 
the yard, and does net permit him to wander 
around at night. He attributes the fact that 
his dog is now alive to this precantion. 

SOME OF THE VICTIMS. 

Among the victims of the dog poisoner are 
Col. James O. Broadhead, who losta couple 
of splendid animals, Mrs. Copeland and Mr. 
Chas. F. Damon, all of whom are residents in 
that neighborhood. They represent only a 
few of the residents who were robbed of their 
dogs by the unknown assassin. 

Mr. Haarstick, speaking of the wholesale 
destruction of dogs in that section of Comp- 
ton Hill, said to-day thathe in common with 
all his neigbbors hoped to see the mystery 
cleared up and the guillty person ar- 
rested. ‘‘There were #0 3 dogs potl- 
soned,’’ he said, „that concluded 
at once that is was a preconceived 
scheme on the part of somebody to kill off all 
the canines in the neizhborhood, Iam satis- 
fied that if my Newfoundland dog was out 
that night he would have shared the same 
fate. As it is Lcongratulate myself that he 
was inside, as he is a piece of property I 
would not like to 1080. feel for 
my neighbors, however, as a | 
lost some magnificent animals. 
thought trom the start and still believe that 
the motive of the miscreant was robbery. 
have heard of instances where thieves first 
poisoned the dogs before making a Move on a 
a neiguborhood for pillage and plunder, The 

olice have been at work, but we are yet in 
gnuorance as to who introduced the poison 
into our neighborhood that night.’’ 

WAS IT REVENGE? 

A gentieman residing on Compton Hill, who 
has taken alivyely interest in the elforts to 
locate the miscreant, said toa Post-DIsSPaTcH 
reporter that if it was possibie to send the 
fellow to the penitentiary but little merey 
would be shown him, in the event of his ar- 
rest. theory is this, he said: 
‘*Some fellow may have been chaséd or 
bitten by a dog up there and to relieve bis out- 
raged state of mind went in with the deter- 
mination of r off all the dogs in the 
neighborhood of the reservoir. I believe my- 
self that the police are mistaken in supposing

the nearest police station. 

There are two persons living on Compton 
Hill who are suspected of knowing enough to 
explain the meaning of the dog slaughter, 
but the evidence necessary to cause 
their arrest nas not 
obtained. There were a number of strangers 
about the reservoir Saturday night, some of 
whom remained until after midnigh It is 
believed that the dogs were kill between 
that time and daybreak.

How He Made His Fertune—Not a Cent Left 
te Peblic Iastitutiens. 


Francisco, Aug. 15.—To-day Nicholas 
Laning, one of the largest real estate owners 
of San Francisco and worth over $15,000,000, 
who died suddenly of heart disease, was 
buried. Luning was nearly seventy years old, 
but hé had a goodly constitution and walked 
about the street briskiy on the day that he 
died. After a hearty dinner he went to a thea- 
ter, and when he returned to his 
rooms in the Palace Hotei he fell 
ito a chair and died in an hour. 


Luning was a native of Hamburg and came 
here in 1849 with asmall capital in ready cash 
and became a money lender in asmali way.

blast around the old plaza, Luning laid the 


foundation of a great fortune by advancing 
money to unfortunate gamblers at a high rate 
of interest, and taking as security watches, 
diamond pins, revolvers and other valuables. 
He gradually enlarged his field and became a 
banker. 

He intimated two weeks ago to a friend that 
bis will would be a surprise to the public, but 
it ien’t, for he left not a single cent of his 
millions to charity or for any public pur- 
pose. All was dequeated to two sons and 
three daughters. A good story is told of 
Luning's desire to make his money earn 
something. One day a persenal friend met 
him in a restaurant at lunch. The millionaire 
was leaving his head on his hands, and his 
face had a drawn expression. His friend said: 
„Why, Mr. Luning, you look really very ill; 
what is the matter?’’ Well, I guess you’ 
look sick yourself,’’ was the reply, ‘‘if you 
had $5,000, 000 lying idle in the bank.

OWNS FIFTY MEDALS. 

N. H. Van Sickien, Captain of the Chicago 
Cycling Club, is one of the oldest and best 
racing men in the country, and this has won 
for him the title of the old war horse. He 
hascompeted with nearly everybody in the 
United States and still holds his own; in fact, 
he rode faster last year than ever before 
and because heis known as the ‘‘veteran’ 
it is no sign of his giving => He 
Ras won more races that any rider in Chicago, 
is of large steckily build, and can do a mile 
In 2:40 with ease. Hels the proud possessor 
of at lonst fifty medals won in different con- 
tests, and is the holder ot the costly Pope 
challenge cup. He won the two mile, fourth 
district championship, and will therefore be 
one of the few to compete in the National 
Champlonships at Niagara Falls. His mount 
is a 56-inch racer, and he will be seen in all 
the ordinary open and handicap events to- 
morrow. 

Bert Meyers, the champion of Peoria, was 
born m 1867. His weight is 150 pounds and his 
height 5 feet Si inches. He has developed 
himself almost without encouragement, and 
has done what he has on the track entirely on 
his own responsibility. At Buffalo in 1888 
he entered only three races and 
won two firsts and one second, there 
being from twenty-four to thirty-six starters 
in each race, including such men as the Bink- 
er brothers. At the Chicago tournament in 
1889, he won more prizes than any other com- 
petitor, and his record at Peoria, in the fall of 
the same year, where he won the one mile 
open event, placed him on the top of the heap 
as a first-class racing man. In this event he 
defeated Lumsden, Banker, Campbell, Van 
Wagoner, Tuttie, Winship, Van Sicklen and 
Others. Only last Tuesday he covered a miie 
on a tandem in 2:45 on the new training track 
at Peoria. His marvélous spurt must be seen 
to de appreciated. 

C. H. Thorne of the Chicago Cycling Club is 
the youngest member of the famous Thorne 
family and is already ranked as Chicago’s 
champion safety rider. In ail big events he 
has deen found to be in the lead and his spurt- 
ing powers are phenomenal. He has a record 
of 2m. 448. made on the Parkside track at Chi- 
cago, and in to-morrow’sé events he will com- 
pete from scratch in the one-mile safety 
handicap. His mount isa light safety racing 
machine weighing but twenty-two pounds, 
and the way be will make the other entries 
hustie will de a caution. 

A RECORD BREAKER. 

H. A. Winship is another one of the Chicago 
Cycling Ciub’s fastest racing men, and he tirst 
became prominent Dy winning first place in 
the Pullman road race in 1887. In 1888 he won 
the time medal in this anv@al contest from a 
field of 68 starters, A. K. Lumsden, with a 
handicap of 7m., being the first man who 
finished. He and Lumeden are the holders of 
the present world’s tandem safety one-mile 
record, made at Peoria last fall, in the time of 
2m. 33s. 

Vincent P. King, the Missouri's fastest rac- 
ing man, was born in April, 1871. He began 
riding in February, 1837, and got bis first tagte 
of racing at the annual Manchester-to-the- 
Pamp road race in May, 1888. His first expe- 
rience on the track was had atthe Sunday- 
School celebration at the Fair Grounds in 1888, 
In which he obtained second piace. Last sea- 
son he took part in all the important events 
onthe local track, and at the first meeting 
establishea his reputation as a fiyer 
by running second to Mehllg in the half-mile 
dash in lm. 23428. At Sedalia, July 4, 1889, he 
succeeded in carrying off anumber of prizes 
in hotly contested races, and at the same 

lace, on August 28, won the half-mile Central 

issour! champlonship in lm, 26. At the 
August tournament last year he succeedea in 
finishing weil up among the leaders froma 
field of seventeen starters. At Peoria, 
in October, 1889, he won his 
heat in the one-mile handicap 
but through misjudgment got no better than 
third place Inthe final. Hisfastest time for 
the mile is 2m. 458., anda number of local 
riders are of tLe opinion that he will be able 
to cut underitconsiderably this year. His 
height ia 5 feet 10% inches and he weighs 
when in condition 16 pounds. His mount isa 
65-inch racer and great things are expected of 
bim at the tournament to-morrow. 

Jno. Hurck is well and favorably known to 
ali local wheelmen as one of the best road 
riders, and his first appearance on the track 
was had last August atthe annual meeting of 
the Bicycle Track Association, where he won 
the one-mile safety handicap froma field of 
fifteen starters from the fifty-yards’ mark, 
his time being 3m.

FEAR CAUSED BY DISCOVERY OF DISEASED 
CATTLE AT KANSAS CITY.

The Local Agents of the Armour Company 
Deny That Any Beet From Lamp-Jawed 
Cattle Ise Being Received Here—ihe 
Meat Sold in St. Louis Theroughly In- 
spected—Veterinarian Paquin’s Investi- 
gation. 


There is a great scarein Kansas City over 
diseased meat, it being claimed thatthe kill- 
ers have been sending out the carcasses of 
‘*big jaw’’ beef, pretending that it was good, 
wholesome and without disease. The Retail 
Butehers’ Association has been making com- 
plaints for some time, alleging that such was 
the case, and a dispatch from Kansas City 


Paul Paquin will soon be in that city to look 


into the matter. 

For the present the local inspectors are 
getting samples of blood taken from suspect- 
ed cattle so as to facilitate the investigation 
of Inpector Paquin. Incase the animals are 
found to be even infected it will Cause a great 
sensation all over the country. 

The retail butchers claim that 
tle afflicted with ‘‘iump jaw“ 
„big jaw’’ have been brought dally 
to the stock yards, killed and 
their carcasses distributed all over the coun- 
try where dressed beef is sent. It is very 
certain that the Kansas City inspectors have 
bad reported to them very few cases of big 
jaw“ lately in comparison to thé num- 
bers formerly reported. An effort will be 
made by the inspectors to procure the heads of 
any cattle whieh may be thought suspicious. 
The Retail Butchers’ Association of Kansas 
City several weeks ago detalled a competent 
man to examine into the reports of big jaw“ 
cattie belug killed and sold for beef. The fol- 
lowing list is the result of bis work in the 
Kansas City stock yards:

by her  busband, but she knew 
that he had started the business of manufact- 
uring grocers’ sundries last January and had 
taken Brucker in afterwards. Why he was 
collecting the money in the way he was doing 
she could not explain, but she knew that she 
did not get any of 18. 

Do you know of bis associating with 
another woman?“ was asked.

A CITY WITHOUT WATER. 


Terrible Situation of the People in a Chi- 
cage Suburb. 

CrIcaGco, III., Aug. 15.—There are 102,000 
people in the annexed district known as the 
Town of Lake. These people, though within 
the city limits of Chicago, are practically 


without water supply or fire protection. They 


are now preparing a petition to the Mayor, 
setting out their grievances and giving. some 
idea of the terrible state of affairs. This peti- 
tion is belong signed in all parts of the dis- 
trict. 

At no time since last May, excepton Sun- 
days, has there been a drop of water above the 
first floor of any buliding in the district. Water 
is running on the first floors only after 
midnight fora few hours, and at irregular 
intervale during the day. People who have 
tenants stay up at night and catch the supply 
fer next day intubsand buckets. Water for 
weshing clothes is taken from fire plugs at 
night, and is often carried for squares. Pias- 
terers work at night because they can get no 
water with whichto mix mortar during the 
day. The bath tub has becomea useless or- 
nament. The streets have not been sprinkled 
even once during the summer. The tack ef

Why he was 
collecting the money in the way he was doing 
she could not explain, but she knew that she 
did not get any of It. 

Do you know of bis associating with 
another woman?’’ was asked.

A CITY WITHOUT WATER, 


Terrible Situation of the People in a Chi- 
cage Suburb. 

CuiIcaaco, III., Aug. 15.—There are 102,000 
people in the annexed district known as the 
Town of Lake. These people, though within 
the city limits of Chicago, are practically 


without water supply or fre protection. They 


are now preparing a petition to the Mayor, 
setting out their grievances and giving. some 
idea of the terrible state of affairs. This peti- 
tion Is belog signed in all parts of the dis- 
trict. 

At no time since last May, excepton Sun- 
days, has there been a drop of water above the 
first floor of any buliding in the district. Water 
is running on the first floors only after 
midnight for a few hours, and at irregular 
intervale during the day. People who have 
tenants stay up at nigbt and catch the supply 
fer next day intubsand buckets. Water for 
weshing clothes is taken from fire plugs at 
night, and is often carried for squares. Pias- 
terers work at night because they can get no 
water with which to mix mortar during the 
day. The bath tub has becomea useless or- 
nament. The streets have not been sprinkled 
even once during the summer. The lack ef 
water for household and bathing purposes ig 
enough of a calamity, but there has been 
untold suffering from thiret. Water has been 
peduled from door to door at .10 cents for two 
gailons, and the »eople bought it readily. 
The water famine iscaused by the packing- 
houses using all the water pumped into the 
mains. The monster Keeley suction pum 
at these places empty the pipes as fastas the 
supply comes in from the Hyde Park water. 
works. The people do not hesitate to charge 
the pucking- house proprietors with purposely 
causing a water famine, so that the city wit 
allow the packing houses to run a large main 
down Fortieth street tothe lake for the ex. 
clausive use of the packers, and thus permit 
them to escape paying any water tax.
